Editor's Note: This is the second of a series of 
Vacation Trips for the Motorist. Whether your time 
permits of a day or a month, you will find Interesting 
trips outlined in this series of articles. Watch for 
them each week.

For Sunday Trip or 
Week End Camping

Mocking Bird Canyon, lying ten miles distant from Rlv- 
  erslde Is at its loveliest during the summer months and a 
trip thereto at this time is a very enjoyable one, accord- 
Ing to the Touring Department of the National Automo­ 
bile Club. Prom Riverside a paved highway leads to Arling­ 
ton and from this point Van Buren street is followed. Pave­ 
ment is traversed over same to within a few feet of the 
mouth of the canyon. Leading past beautiful Mocking 
Bird Lake, the road winds and dips around a .beautiful avo­ 
cado grove, thence into the sylvan beauty beyond. The 
floor of the valley at this time is a mass of blossoms while 
flowering, chaparral adds to the beauty 6f the surrounding 
hills. There are numerous "four leaf pines" in. this dis­ 
trict a small tree, branching' thickly to the ground 'and 
having a "bushy" appearance. This species of the pine is 
very interesting due to the fact that it is somewhat rare, 
only being found in the.-United States on the mountain 
ranges of extreme Southern California. Many evidences 
are to be found in this canyon-of the passing of-the red 
man he has left the marks of his passing, written with 
yellow and red. pigment on the faces of large' granite bould­ 
ers. One woriders in viewing this primitive paint which 
has withstood the ravages of time, what story it tells. Not­ 
ing the infinite care and patience with which the symbols 
have been inscribed on the granite background, it is reas­ 
onable to believe that whatever the story may be, it must 
have been-well worth the telling! Numerous rocks, black­ 
ened by the smoke of campfires are to be seen as .well as 
mortars used by the Indians for grinding. Mocking Bird 
Spring,' once a much larger body.of water, nestles among 
willows. The road winds past a few ranches ^many of 
which have 'been abandoned, and through a section where 
many once famous mines are located including the Good 
Hopes, once owned by Helen Could and the Galivau tin 
mines, thence to Penis and Elsinore. A good road now 
'leads around to the opposite shore of Lake psinore. The 
lake is now seven miles long and three miles wide, and 
from some unknown phenomenon, the lake Is growing larg­ 
er each year.

San Antonio Canyon is now a popular objective for one- 
day motor trips. Leaving the Foothill boulevard at a point 
41/2 miles beyond Clareinont, pavement is traversed for five 
miles, thence a wide graded gravel road on which resurfac­ 
ing operations are under way In sections, requiring careful 
driving, to Camp Baldy. From this point a fair to good 
oiled macadam road extends to Ice House Canyon, iy2 
miles distant. While it is not permissible to camp or picnic 
alpng the stream in this canyon, there is a U. 8. free 
Government camping' ground at Ice House Canyon. Leav­ 
ing this point, a graded rocky incfuntaln road is had over 
switchbacks with much second gear work, to Manker .Flats, 
2.9 miles distant. Here another splendid camp ground is 
to be. found under the tall pines. Leaving thjs point, the 
road becomes .narrow and rougher, and, continues past 
beautiful San Antonio Falls with numerous attractive sum­ 
mer cabins at its base, for a distance of 1.2 miles. At this 
point the road is blocked by a large boulder and it is quite 
a difficult matter for machines to make a .complete turn 
for the return trip. Motor travel is not;advisable beyond 
Manker Flats at this time, other than for experienced 
mountain drivers.   Between Ice House Canyon and Manker 
Flats wild lilacs are blooming in great profusion at the 
present time and in the vicinity, of Manker Flats a few 
rare specimens of the .blooming snow 'flower are to be seen. 
Immense pines, hemlocks, cedars and mountain laurel 
abound in'- this canyon.

The Waterman Canyon route to Lake Arrowhead, is now 
in splendid condition. Leaving San Bernardlub, pavement 
is traversed for 7 miles, thence good oiled mountain road 
up grade to the Crestline, then down to the lake via either 
Blue Jay or Strawberry Canyons or Burnt Mill Canyon.

For a Few Days 
Camping and Fishing

A pleasant trip through a very interesting section of 
the country is the one beginning at Los Angeles and taking 
one over the Ridge route through the San Joaquin Valley, 
to the North Fork of the Kaweah, 289 miles distant. At 
the Junction of the rivers, one mile above Three Rivers, 
motorists should cross the bridge and continue 'up the 
North Fork for 10.8 miles to the location of an old fishing 
camp. Here machines may park and fisherman may begin 
trying their skill in the North Fork. The road up North 
Fork is narrow but can be easily driven by one accustomed 
to mountain driving. All along the main Kaweah River 
from Lemon Cove to Three Rivers are to be found some 
splendid camping places with shady trees and the big river 
right in front of your door. The trout in this section are all 
gamey and the varieties are: Rainbow, Steelhead and Loch 
Leven, all ranging from 8 to 14 inches in length.
